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INTRODUCTION 

During Fiscal Year 2005 the Examining Division handled 516,888 claims including 6,763 claims 
processed during overtime hours. The Division began the year fully staffed and in excellent 
shape regarding work on hand. Our target amount of work on hand to represent currency is that 
which the Division can process on average in two weeks, or 24,000. The year began with 25,760 
claims on hand. In the second quarter we improved to the point of having barely one week's 
work on hand and being able to detail our staff to assist in other areas of the Office. For the 
remainder of the year the claims on hand gradually increased to end with 52,608 claims on hand, 
well above our target number. The Performing Arts Section ended the year with over four weeks 
of work on hand (14,387 claims); the Literary Section ended with over three weeks (16,454 
claims); and the Visual Arts Section had over seven weeks (15,595 claims). These increases 
resulted from a number of factors. During the first part of the year, VA lost three examiners and 
LIT lost six. This necessitated hiring and training of new staff during the second half of the year, 
temporarily lessening productivity. There was a heavy increase in the number of claims 
received in the Examining Division during the second half of the year. Also, there was 
significant staff participation in a number of areas relating to reengineering that had an impact on 
production. 

Additional work on hand at the end of the year was as follows: Pending correspondence - 
1,115; Reply cases - 1,379; Letters to be prepared by the Correspondence Unit - 1,018. 
Important developments this year include the implementation of two pilot programs in 
preparation for re-engineering, the design of new forms for both online and paper applications, 
preparations for cross training the staff of the Cataloging Division in the examining process in 


anticipation of the merging of the two divisions, and preparation for preregistration. 


SA: 
PART I - NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
Motion Picture Pilot 
The Motion Picture Team in the Performing Arts Section began a pilot project on February 14, 
to test and help develop processes that will be used by the Copyright Office under re- 
engineering. The focus for the MP Team is development of registration processes associated 
with examining and cataloging claims online using the Siebel software system. Because the 
present functions of examiner and cataloger will be combined into a single position designated as 
a "registration specialist" under re-engineering, the Examining and Cataloging Divisions began 
cross training staff members in both disciplines during October 2004. 
Initially, only two specialists (one examiner and one cataloger) were fully engaged in the pilot. 
At this point, five are involved, but the entire team has not yet been folded into the pilot. The 
team has made impressive progress as the pioneers in the new registration system and have 
begun writing practices for operating in the Siebel environment. The team leader Alice Parrish 
is working on a general registration practice, and she, a specialist, and a technician are working 
on a tagging practice. ("Tagging" is the term used to indicate the transfer of information from an 
application form to an online form used for examining and cataloging the claim in Siebel.) 
Further, "record modeling" has been introduced into the process. This allows a model record to 
be created for series, such as a television show. Use of the model for subsequent shows in the 
series will expedite and simplify the registration process. 
Although reporting forms for claims handled using the new system are still in the development 
stage, we were able to ascertain that 798 claims were processed in Siebel during the fourth 


quarter. 


Selection Pilot 

One of the recommendations for re-engineering developed jointly by the Copyright Office and 
Library Services, is that copyright registration specialists assume responsibility for routine 
selection of items for Library of Congress collections. Material requiring specialized knowledge 
of the collections and collection policies would be set aside for consideration by a 
selection/recommending officer. Team A in the Performing Arts Section launched the pilot in 
February, spending one day each week on the project. Team 3 in the Literary Section began 
their participation in April. A six-month assessment of the pilot will be done very shortly, after 
which the Copyright Office will decide whether to include routine selection as one of the regular 


duties of the registration specialist. 


Online Application Form 

A Copyright Office-wide group worked this year on designing an application form that could be 
completed online by an applicant, sent online to the Office, and processed completely as an 
online document. Jim Vassar and Claire Gardiner of the Examining Division were members of 
that form design group. A subgroup of Examining Division personnel created help text and 
instructions for the form. The form will be used in the e-service pilot currently scheduled to 
begin in January 2006, to test and develop processes for total online registration - receipt of 


application, fee, and deposit - for our re-engineered world. 


Application for Renewal of Copyright 

The end of calendar year 2005 will mark the end of 28-year renewals for works copyrighted 
under the 1909 copyright law - that is, works published with an acceptable copyright notice or 
registered in unpublished form in the Copyright Office before the end of 1977. Those works 
received two separate terms of copyright protection - an initial term of 28 years, and a second, or 
renewal, term which has been extended several times and presently stands at 67 years. In order 
to receive the full range of statutory benefits, a work had to be registered and renewed before the 
end of the first 28-year term of copyright. protection. The Copyright Office will continue to 
receive renewal registrations, however, because of certain benefits that still accrue to renewal at 
any time during the second term of protection. 

Jane Rinard and Linda Gill have worked with Nanette Petruzzelli on a revised regulation for 
renewal copyrights. In addition, Jane designed a new paper application form to be used for 
renewal registration in the future. The form is currently being reviewed by the General Counsel 
and may be available for use by the public in early 2006. Although the present renewal form is 
still usable, it was not designed with a view toward the statutory provisions for making post-28- 
year renewals; as a result, staff in the Renewal Section must correspond frequently with 
applicants to verify that information about the renewal claimant and basis for the claim are 


accurate and in accordance with present statutory provisions.

Cross Training of Examining and Cataloging Division Staff 
As previously mentioned, examiners and catalogers involved in the motion picture pilot began 
their training in the opposite discipline in October 2004. That training involved a small number 
of staff and was reasonably easy to design and schedule. In contrast, the cross-training required 
for all personnel in the two divisions is daunting and was planned over a number of months. 
Initially, management looked at the total number of staff to be trained and the length of the 
training needed so that each "specialist" (the combination examiner/cataloger under re- 
engineering) would be able to handle both routine examining and cataloging duties. It was 
decided that the staffs of each division would be divided into groups of approximately 4 - 6 and 
then each group would be rotated to the other division for a four-month training period, followed 
by work in each person's "new" division one day each week. Management was especially 
concerned that cross training not adversely affect production any more than is absolutely 
necessary. 
Susan Todd is the Examining Division's coordinator for the planning and implementation of the 


cross-training program, which formally begins in October 2005. 


Preregistration 

In response to industries' concerns about works in development being infringed prior to 
completion and publication, the Copyright Office has established a system for preregistering 
such works. Preregistration is not a substitute for registration, but rather serves as a way of 
getting into court before a work is completed and registered in the Office. Further, 
preregistration is available only to categories of works that have a demonstrated history of pre- 
release infringement, such as feature motion pictures. Preregistration will be accomplished as a 
online operation, and will not involve a deposit of the work in question. 

The Examining Division was involved in the initial conversations about a number of aspects of 
preregistration, for example, what categories of works could be preregistered, what information 
should appear in the online application form, and what staff should handle these works. Linda 
Gill wrote the draft version of the instructions and help text for the application. Three examiners 
and two catalogers will process these works initially. The beginning date for accepting 


applications for preregistration is scheduled for November 15, 2005. 


Summary - Staffing and Currency 

The division remained basically fully staffed throughout the year, in the sense that we were able 
to immediately replace staff losses. Staffing in the Performing Arts Section remained stable. For 
the Visual Arts and the Literary Sections, it was a rather active year for staff turnovers. 
Regarding work on hand, the Examining Division remained in excellent shape for the first half 
of the fiscal year. The claims on hand rose well above target levels during the last half of the 
year for a number of reasons, including staff loss in VA and LIT; increase in claims received in 
the division; and training, projects and assignments related to re-engineering. Although 
reengineering efforts have consumed considerable staff production time, we will no doubt reap 


considerable benefits in the future. 


PART II - SUBSTANTIVE REPORT 

The Black Pirate - registration for musical score 

This is a silent motion picture starring Douglas Fairbanks, first published in 1926. According to 
various sources of information, it was Fairbanks's most famous silent film. Mortimer Wilson, 
one of the most prominent writers of film music at the time, composed a score for it. The score 
was in printed form and would have to have accompanied the film print as it was distributed, if 
the exhibitor wanted to use that particular music. The applicant took the position that the music 
was not published when the film was published. In a preliminary telephone conversation, he 
stated that when the motion picture was in distribution, the score was sent only to certain 
theaters, with the understanding that it would be returned. The applicant considered this a 
limited distribution, rather than a general publication, under the 1909 Act. 

According to Copyright Office records, the motion picture was registered in 1926 and not 
renewed. In 1972, it was re-released, but, the applicant informed us, with a different musical 
score. A previous unpublished registration for the music was made in 1995. The music has 
since been published in printed form, and this is the version the applicant sought to register. 
Kino International released video and DVD versions containing an arrangement for small 
orchestra of the Wilson score. According to the applicant, this release (or publication) of the 
music was not authorized. 


The Office corresponded in writing and the case is still pending. 
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Fanfare for Orchestra 
This work was written in 1939 by Darius Milhaud (1892-1974), a well-known French composer 
and a member of Les Six. According to the registration materials, the work was commissioned 
by the Saint Louis Symphony Orchestra to be performed at a concert honoring the Orchestra's 
60" anniversary. The application indicated the music was "made for hire" and further that the 
work had never been published or registered. 
The Office was not able to identify any publication of the work, based on a rather extensive 
search of LOC's Music Division files, as well as an online search. We wrote, however, for a 
confirmation that the work was in fact "made for hire." 
MD Trader Animation 
The deposit was a CD-ROM; it was submitted for registration as an audiovisual work and 
consisted of a static image of 4 columns of numbers, with some buttons and tabs. The numbers 
in the columns changed periodically in response to changes in the market values of commodities 
traded electronically. The Office stated in a letter to the applicant that the work did not contain a 
sufficient amount of copyrightable text, pictorial images, music or any other copyrightable 
element, to be registered. The work was likened to a blank form and Baker v. Seldon was cited 
as a justification for refusing registration. The applicant's attorney appealed, maintaining the 
work was not a blank form because the work itself conveyed information and that the work as a 
whole contained a sufficient amount of original material to be considered copyrightable. The 
attorney also indicated the software program which apparently generated the changing numbers 
was copyrightable, although the program was not submitted as part of the claim. The Office 


refused to register and also rejected the first appeal; the work is now in second appeal status.

Sound recording of Judy Garland in rehearsal 
This recording was made in New York in 1968, and was of Judy Garland rehearsing for a show. 
Interestingly, the claim was examined the same day we were notified of a ruling by the New 
York State Court of Appeals concerning common law protection in that state for sound 
recordings fixed prior to February 15, 1972, the date statutory protection was extended to sound 
recordings. We rejected the claim because the fixation date was earlier than the 1972 date. . 
Transcription of Wagner works by Glenn Gould 
The work deposited for registration was a printed piano arrangement by Glenn Gould of several 
orchestral works composed by Richard Wagner, published in 2004. Information in the 
introductory notes indicated the arrangements had been recorded by Gould in 1973 and the 
recording was subsequently published. Although publication of a sound recording did not 
published the underlying work prior to January 1,1978, the examiner determined that the 
recording was still available on that date and thus the musical arrangement, as recorded, had 
been published before the 2004 publication of the printed version. The introductory notes 
further stated that there were "striking differences between manuscript and performance." The 
question was whether the printed version was a mere transcription of the recorded version first 
published in 1978, or whether the printed version was a derivative of the derivative. The 
application did not clarify this issue, and the claim is presently in correspondence. 
Claims from famous people 
Each year, the division examines a number of claims where the applications have been submitted 


by well-known performesr, writers, authors, etc. Of note this year were two songs by Aretha 


1D: 
Group registrations of photographs 
The VA Section played a prominent role in considering and drafting a regulatory amendment 
regarding group registrations of published photographs. The original registration did not contain 
a limit on the number of photographs or continuation forms that could be filed for a single claim. 
Generally, the number of photos included was reasonable; but there were several instances of 
single claims covering thousands of photos with a correspondingly large number of continuation 
sheets. Accordingly, on March 28, the Office announced a final rule that limits the number of 
photos to 750 and the number of continuation sheets to be made part of the certificate to 50. If 
an applicant chooses not to use the continuation sheet and instead gives the date of publication 
for each photo either on the photo itself or on an informal listing of dates and titles prepared by 
him, there is no limitation placed on the number of photos that can be registered as a single 
group. 
Challengers to Copyright Office's definition of "Architectural Work" 
In several cases filed for registration, applicants complained that the Office's definition was too 
narrow and without substantial legislative authority or historical support. Our definition includes 
a requirement that there be a building that is habitable by human beings on either a short- or 
long-term basis. Private homes as well as churches and office buildings can qualify. Sparse 
legislative history indicates Congress intended for certain building structures frequently and 
typically used by humans to be covered by the Act. It is this language that remitters have seized 
upon to argue that all forms of structures used by humans should be included within the 
definition of "architectural work," including perhaps kiosks and dog houses. The issue is still 


undecided. 


mice 
Doll's clothing 
There was an important development in this area during the year. 
The Office has not generally registered clothing for dolls, treating it as either de minimis or as 
useful articles. In a federal district court case, letters from the Copyright Office rejecting claims 
in doll's clothing were referenced prominently. The judge decided that the "Policy 
Announcement" relied on in the letters rejecting the claims was not entitled to the same extent of 
judicial presumption of correctness as a regulation might be. 
The Office subsequently considered whether its position - that doll's clothing represents useful 
articles and is therefore not protected - was in fact correct. It decided that, in general, we would 
not reject claims in doll's clothing based on its being useful articles, but instead would consider 
registration based solely on sufficiency of original artistic authorship. 
Christo's "Gates Central Park" 
Registration of this widely publicized installation in Central Park was refused initially. On first 
appeal, however, the Office decided to register the claim on the basis of the arrangement and 
spacing of the elements along some, but not all, of the Central Park pathways, and the visual 
image thus created. The claim was supported by several aerial views of the entire installation. 
Artwork claims in art by Jimi Hendrix 
A corporation bearing the late musician's name filed as the copyright owner of 30 works of art 
created by the late musician. The application indicated the works had not been published since 
their creation in the 1960s, that the paintings were purchased from the author's aunt with whom 
Hendrix had left physical possession of the art, and that the works were still protected by 


copyright. The Office corresponded about right to claim and unpublished vs. published status. 


14: 
Artwork claims from the New York Museum of Natural History 
The Museum filed for unpublished registrations of several of its world-famous dioramas, 
combined three-dimensional and two -dimensional works created and initially displayed to the 
public in the late 1930s. The works have been displayed through book, catalog and brochure 
publications that might have been created and published by the Museum prior to January 1978. 
Correspondence inquired about pre-78 publication and copyright notice issues. 
Claim violating the Child Protection Act 
The MP Team received for registration a motion picture first published in Brazil in 1982. Parts 
of the work appeared to violate the Child Protection Act. This case initiated a review by the 
General Counsel's office of our practice for handling such works; the revised practice states that 
"If the Chief [of the Examining Division] finds the work appears to fall within the Act and the 
Register of Copyrights concurs, the work will be referred to the Justice Department." The staff, 
however, was directed to continue processing the claim and accordingly sent correspondence to 
the applicant concerning issues of authorship and notice. Shortly after the letter was sent, the 
GC's office took possession of the deposited videotape and transferred it to the FBI. That agency 
believes this case falls under the Child Protection Act, and has requested the Copyright Office 


not to discuss the case for a period of one year. 
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Morphing claim 
The MP Team received three audiovisual works on CD-ROM where "morphing" was the 
primary authorship term. In creating a visual "morph," two or more images are put into a 
software program such as Morpheus. The program automatically generates a series of 
intermediary composite images which can be saved as a single av computer file. When the file is 
played, one image appears to flow into another. Besides selecting the images to be manipulated, 
it is possible for a user to make a number of specific choices that directly influence the output 
file, but such intervention is optional. 
The copyrightability of this type of claim was discussed at length with the VA Section, MP 
Team, the Division Office, and the General Counsel. After consideration, it was decided that 
"morphing" is largely a process and therefore not subject to protection and further, is not an 
acceptable term of authorship. The audiovisual work that results is in effect created by the 
morphing program. We could not identify any intervention in the morphing process for these 
particular works that might represent copyrightable authorship. Two of the three claims, 
however, did contain enough copyrightable artistic or compilation authorship on which to base a 
claim. 
EATSLEEPMUSIC MIDI claims 
The applicant submitted a claim in "computer program," but the ID material deposited for the 
works, which were musical arrangements of both copyrighted and public domain music, 
appeared to be data files (specifically MIDI files). In the past, we have regarded such files to be 
simply compilations of data, but the applicant explained that what we regarded as data in fact 


represented commands that could elicit music from a MIDI computer program. Similarities 
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between this work and what we accept as computer programs that generate fonts or bar codes 
have led to questions about whether works of this nature should be considered computer 
programs under the broad statutory definition, "a set of statements or instructions to be used 
directly or indirectly in a computer in order to bring about a certain result." After receiving 
confirmation that the author had permission from the various copyright owners to use the music, 
it was determined, in consultation with the General Counsel and Register, that the works were 
registrable as computer programs. 
Cancellation issue 
The facts of the case: Party A registered a computer program involved in litigation with Party B. 
Party A later discovered that the registered version contained none of the authorship that it had 
prepared; the ID material sent for registration was instead a later version of the work containing 
only Party B's authorship. Party A filed for another registration with an appropriate copy and 
requested us to cancel the first registration. We cancelled in due course; the cataloging record 
was finally changed six months later to reflect the cancellation. Party B subsequently requested 
depositions and declarations as to why we cancelled the claim, the effective date of the 
cancellation, when and how Copyright Office records were amended to reflect it, etc. Nanette 
Petruzzelli and Tom Skallerup were deposed in this case. The Office's position was that the 
cancellation was authorized, and was effective as of the date we determined it was authorized, 


even though our records were not updated until six months later.

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Examining Division staffing level as of September 30, 2005 
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Training 
Internal Division training: Intensive individual and group training was conducted for all 
trainee examiners, provided principally by senior examiners and the section attorney. Included 
were presentations on general copyright topics, registration, and case law, and practical training 
in handling actual claims and correspondence. Continuing education for all examiners occurred 
as copyright issues and cases were presented and discussed in team, section, and division 
meetings. Additionally, Examiners in the Literary Section who had not previously examined 
CD-ROMs were trained to do so during this year. This achieved one of the longstanding goals 
of the section to have all staff trained in every category of material handled by the section. 
Jane Rinard delivered an enrichment course in renewals examination and registration procedures 
to all staff of the PA Section who wanted that training. Because the division no longer includes 
training in the 1909 Act as part of the training program for new examiners, this course gave the 
participants solid information about the "old law" as well as insight into the renewal system. 
Jane involved the entire staff of the Renewals Section in presenting landmark renewal court 
cases, as well as in screening renewal claims and the particular procedures for processing such 


claims. 


Cross training in examining and cataloging: In preparation for the motion picture pilot, staff 
on the Motion Picture Team were trained, and continue to be trained, in cataloging rules and 
procedures. Likewise, staff from the Cataloging Division participating in the pilot received 
training in examining. Ted Hirakawa, detailed to the MP Team, continued to work with the 


catalogers throughout the year. Planning for, and creating a training program for, the cross 


oe 
training of Cataloging Division staff in general has been an issue at the forefront of our attention 
for much of the year. The plan was essentially complete by the end of the fiscal year; training 
was scheduled to begin October 3, the beginning of fiscal year 2006. 
Additional training in preparation for the motion picture pilot: Staff on the MP Team 
received training from SRA in a number of areas related to processes that will be used in re- 
engineering. In addition, they received training in WORD processing, as well as a course in 
Change Management, both delivered by IBM. 
Selection Pilot training: In preparation for the selection pilot, staff in the Literary and 
Performing Arts Sections received training from selection officials from LOC. This included 
"shadowing" the officials as they performed their regular selection duties. 
Siebel training: Staff from the Correspondence Unit and technicians on the MP Team received 
some Siebel training in preparation for tagging operations associated with the mp pilot. 
Voyager training: All examiners, supervisors, managers, and technicians received 20 hours of 
training in Voyager and Marc, in preparation for the migration of cataloging records to Voyager, 
and the use of that system for cataloging copyright claims in the future. Five staff members from 
the Examining Division also served as trainers, under the "Train the trainer" scenario. Gareth 
James served on a committee that designed the training, "Copyright to Voyager." 
Change Management training: The supervisors and managers had a course in change 
management delivered by IBM. 
Security and emergency evacuation training: Bill Briganti served as the EXD's Office 
Emergency Coordinator. He and additional staff received training in appropriate procedures and 


protocols to provide security and safety for staff during emergencies.

Discard Serial Database training: CAD and Library Services created a database to notify the 
serial publishers to send only one copy for registration for those items that LS does not want to 
include in its collections. The technicians in the Literary Section training in searching that 
database from CAD personnel. 
Computer Security training: All staff of the division completed the mandatory computer 


security training. 


Additional Staff Activities, Issues 


Assistance to other divisions: 

Because the work on hand of the Examining Division was lower than usual during the first part 
of the fiscal year, staff were able to assist in other divisions with a greater workload. In addition 
to formal details of several staff to the Cataloging Division, EXD personnel assisted the R & P 
Division for a number of months; they worked in the RACC, CCU, Data Prep. and other areas as 


needed. Staff also continued to assist in the Public Information Office throughout the year.

Re-engineering 
Perhaps the priority of the division as a whole has been preparation for re-engineering. 
Numerous activities of this focus are cited elsewhere in this report; here are others:. Here are 
some additional items: 
Alice Parrish and Linda Gill attended the regular weekly transition meetings, at which 
representatives from each division affected by re-engineering met with SRA and IBM to discuss 
and resolve specific issues. Alice was also designated a member of the Award Fee Evaluation 
Board, charged with evaluating the work of SRA. 
Jim Vassar was a member of groups related to re-designing IT and online application forms for 
re-engineering. 
Referrals 
John Ashley and Claire Gardiner worked with Cataloging Division personnel to resolve a 
number of issues surrounding the processing of referrals from one division to the other. 
Sound Recordings - Derivative versions 
Six staff members from the PA Section met in Baltimore with Alan Kefauver, Director of the 
Peabody Conservatory of Music's Recording Arts and Sciences program, for a demonstration of, 
and conversation about, current sound recording technologies. As a result of information gained 
Guild and Union 
Francine Mate continued to serve as Steward Director for the Copyright Office, ITS, ISS, the 
Librarian's office and the Law Library. by the staff, the section is revising its practices with 


regard to derivative sound recordings. 
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Problems created by radiation 
The division has continued throughout the year to deal with many deposits, particularly CD- 
ROMs, CDs, and DVDs, damaged by radiation of mail delivered to Capitol Hill. Even though 
the R & P Division corresponds with applicants about deposits that are visibly beyond 
examination, many items with little or no visible damage are not playable. The problem with 
these items is thus not discovered until the works are examined. This has resulted in a
